That ought to be, for any per- 
son willing to measure it against 


any standard of religion or 
morality, a reasonable thing 
to do. 


The nation and its government 
can do no less than see that citi- 
zenship rights are equal. Ameri- 
can citizens who heard or read 
the President—who soon will go 
to Vienna for a meeting with 
Khrushchev—surely must feel the 
urgency of world affairs. There is 
not too much time to make de- 
cisions. We can, without exag- 
geration, paraphrase one of Lin- 
coln’s sayings: . Citizenship 
cannot long exist in full measure 
for some, in less measure for 
others. ? 


How will America answer? 


It somehow is painful for an 
undetermined number of persons 
to see their country § establish 
equal rights in citizenship. 


The freedom riders have pro- 
duced perhaps the best, if the 
most puzzling, illustrations. 


Rights 


A number of persons have said, 
“| admit the freedom riders were 
within their legal rights. But they 
are agitating things and provoking 
trouble. I’m glad they got it be 
cause they asked for it.”’ 


This perhaps reveals more 
about the persons who say such 
things than they imagine. They, 
not the bitter, sterile mobsters, 
are the real problem. How long 
must people wait? 


In 1945, in the case of Morgan 
vs. Virginia, the court ruled that 
states cannot burden interstate 
commerce by the segregation of 
interstate passengers on common 
carriers. 


That was 16 years ago. 


In 1955 in the case of the 
NAACP vs. San Francisco Rail- 
way Co., the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission _ prohibited 
segregation of interstate passen- 
gers in trains and railway sta- 
tions. 


In December, 1960, the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled that restau- 
rants in Righmond’s bus stations 
must serve any passenger. 


In February of the same year, 
the Fifth District Federal Court 
of Appeals, sitting at Montgom- 
ery, Ala., ruled on a case grow- 
ing out of an arrest at the Bir- 
mingham Terminal Station, that 
segregated waiting rooms, and 
Segregation of passengers, was 
illegal. 


In March a similar decision 
covered the Greenville, S.C., air- 
port restaurant. The Atlanta air- 
port ami its restaurants have 
long been desegregated, without 
incident. 

So, the Southerner, indignant 
with the freedom riders, must 
ask himself if he has at any 
time been indignant with the 
states and the cities which have 
not voluntarily complied with 
court decisions, one of which is 
almost 20 years old? 


Provocation? 


One also must question who 
has been patient, who has been 
asking for it? Could it not be 
argued that Birmingham and 
Montgomery, at least, have been 
asking for it for more than a 
year? Who is agitating? The 
cities which deny established 
rights or those persons who seek 
them? 


Montgomery, insofar as ques- 
tioning observers are concerned, 
offers the greatest puzzle. Its lo- 
cal buses have been desegre- 
gated for about three years. The 
members of the mob are used 
to seeing desegregated buses. . 


Yet, acting on orders from the 
power structure to which they 
are loyal, they became a violent 
mob because of a desegregated 
bus in interstate travel. There is 
no morality or sense in this.

WASHINGTON—President Ken- 
nedy submitted to Congress Fri- 
day a plan to consolidate the 
principal foreign economic aid pro- 
grams in a single agency within 
the Department of State. 


The new organization would be 
called the Agency for International 
Development and, if the Congress 
approves, would be headed by an 
administrator of the rank of un- 
dersecretary of state. 


The new agency would replace 
the International Cooperation Ad- 
ministration and the Development 
Loan Fund. It will not include 
either the Peace Corps or the 
new food-for-peace program. The 
Department of Agriculture will 
continue to administer the sales 
of surplus agricultural commodi- 
ties under policy direction of the 
State department. 

ON LONG RANGE 


The major emphasis in the Pres- 
ident’s new approach to foreign 
economic aid was on long-range 
development. An attempt will be 
made to coordinate all programs 
within each country. 


To facilitate such long-term de- 
velopment, the President asked 
Congress, as he had said he would 
in a message March 22, for au- 
thority to borrow $7,300,000,000 
from the Treasury over the next 
five years. 


In the draft legislation Friday 
the President asked Congress to 
make available a total of $4,806,- 
000,000 for both military and eco- 
nomic aid in the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1.

Georgia's 100-million-dollar bond is- 
sue for road repairs was made necessary 
“by the deplorable conditions of our high- 
Ways as a result of insufficient mainte- 
nance over a number of years,” Gov. 
Vandiver declared Friday. 

There can be no argument about that. 
Everyone who has watched the state’s 
system of building roads in operation 
knows why. Emphasis has been on mileage 
instead of quality and without thought or 
provisions for maintenance. The reason, 
too, is well known. . Politicians get them- 
selves elected to office with promises of 
roads and there’s never been enough 
money left over for maintenance. 

The result is seen in a poor road sys- 
tem and a traffic waste of taxpayers’ 
funds in deteriorating highways. Neg- 
lected most of all have been the main 
thoroughfares which bear the bulk of the 
traffic. The contrast between these in 
our own and neighboring states is pain- 
fully obvious. 

Right now, of course, as a result of 
the bond issue and the interstate program, 
Georgia is engaged in the biggest road 
construction program in history. But after 
its completion, what then? 

There is no evidence there will be any 
basic change in road building or mainte- 
nance methods. The billion-dollar invest- 
ment the bond issue is supposed to save 
will have become considerably greater. 
Will it, too, be allowed to deteriorate to 
fulfill political promises? The chances 
are it will. 

There’s still a need to establish some 
system of priorities in our highway pro- 
gram. Maintaining major roads should 
rate No. 1 on the list.

But even as- 
suming that all who move from torn- 
down slums to older rental property car- 
ry the seeds of new slums with them, 
we're still making progress, because 39 
per cent don’t make that move. They buy 
or move into public housing. 


Even if every time we tear down 100 
substandard housing units, 61 others take 
their place, it won’t be long before we 
arrive at the desired irreducible minimum. 


A slum-less America is no pipe dream, 
by the way. At the end of World War II, 
one American in four lived in sub-stand- 
ard housing. In 15 years that had been re- 
duced to one in five. We have more and 
better weapons today to eradicate slums. 
The pace should be faster in the future.

Two reasons for the thriving moon- 
shine business in Georgia are the com- 
paratively low cost of the product and 
the tendency to go easy on those appre- 
hended. 

The latter stems to a great extent 
from the image created of bootleggers 
being ignorant people incapable of mak- 
ing a decent living in a respectable line of 
business. 

That myth should have been exploded 
long ago. There is a great amount of in- 
genuity in the ranks of white lightning 
producers. For instance, law enforcement 
officers concentrate on streams when 
looking for stills because running water is 
so essential to manufacturing the loathe- 
some stuff. 

But times have changed as was illus- 
trated in a recent raid in Upson County. 
There officers found a still located on dry 
land far from running water. Moonshin- 
ers had hit upon the idea of hauling in 
1,000 to 1,200 gallons of water for each 
run of the still and using 100-pound 
blocks of ice to cool the liquor. 

Anyone with that much ingenuity 
should be an industrial or scientific genius 
instead of wasting his talents in an ille- 
gal, despicable undertaking. 

This is all the more reason why moon- 
shiners, putting out the poisonous prod- 
uct that they do, should not be treated 
lightly in any court of law.

San Francisco, operating with an agency 
that has its own taxing power in the absence of private capital, in- 
tends to tunnel under the Bay to Oakland, build a rail deck on the 
Golden Gate bridge, and run out rapid transit ribs to keep the city from

Kremlin Creates 


Its Worst Fears 


GENEVA—President Kennedy’s speech Thurs- 
day is another illustration of a tragic fact in 
Soviet history, namely, that the Communists have 


a genius for creating all the things they fear the most. They did not 
want the American Army in Europe after the last war, but by their 
harsh policy in Europe the Russians assured the presence of a quar- 
ter of a million American troops between the Elbe River and the 


North Sea. 

Moscow did not want American 
power in the eastern Mediterran- 
ean in 1947, but by their attempt 
to take over the Balkans then they 
assured the intervention of the 
United States in Greece and Tur- 
key. 

Similarly they did not want 
the revival of Germany and West- 
ern Europe after the war, but 
by their conquest of Czechoslo- 
vakia and their maneuvers in 
Poland they made possible the re- 
vival of Germany through the 
U.S. European recovery plan. 

In politics as in physics, every 
pressure produces a counter pres- 
sure, so that when they pressed 
too hard toward Japan they got 
American power in Korea. It is 
an old story and the President's 
call for more arms, more Marines, 
more rockets, and more conven- 
tional arms Thursday is merely 
the last of a long series of coun- 
ter moves to match the thrust of 
Communist power. 

The Communists do not want to 
end the moves toward arms con- 
trol or disarmament here in Ge 
neva, yet the same thing is hap- 
pening all over again. They are 
overplaying their hand, and Wash- 
ington’s response under Kennedy, 
as under Eisenhower, Truman and 
Roosevelt, has been to respond 
with the organization of American 
power to oppose their moves. 

This was not inevitable. Only a 
few short weeks ago Kennedy was 
searching for means’ of reaching 
an honorable accommodation with 
Moscow on the control of nucicar 
weapons, disarmament and the 
genuine neutralization of disputed

areas close to the Communist bor- 
ders. He was, in fact, seriously 
considering the dismantiement of 
U.S. military bases in some of 
these areas. 

Yet the Communist moves in 
Laos and in Geneva have forced 
a re-examination of Kennedy's 
policies and started precisely the 
kind of military trend neither Mos- 
cow nor Peiping wants to see. 

Moscow was not prepared to 
allow the President to work out a 
policy of accommodation. Starting 
after he was elected (on Dec. 8, to 
be exact), Moscow started its air- 
lift into Laos. It ferried 4,000 tons 
of equipment and supplies into 
that country, and there have been 
reliable reports not only that the 
Communist Viet Minh had sent 
technicians into Laos but that the 
Russians themselves had _ sent 
their own military technicians into 
the Xieng Khouang area. 

Even then, President Kennedy 
waited. Even after the so-called 
“‘cease-fire’’ was negotiated in 
Laos, however, the Soviets flew 
41 sorties into that country be 
tween May 13-17, delivering 81.5 
tons of military equipment and 
supplies, 26 of them in IL14s, 14 
in LIi2s, and one in an unspeci- 
fied Communist North Vietna- 
mese plane. 

The result of all this is that the 
U.S. representatives here are re- 
luctantly coming to the conclusion 
that the Communists will accept 
no international control of any- 
thing, since Moscow and Peiping 
are insisting on a veto over the 
administration of every interna- 
tional dispute.

Southern Baptist Convention 
which ended here Friday night. 

Wayne Dehoney, a pastor from 
Jackson, Tenn., said “Southern 
Baptists in past times have been 
unable to distinguish between uni- 
ty and union. In past years they 
have sometimes thought that ref- 
erence to an ecumenical move- 
ment was organic. 

“There has been a realization of 
the need for unity of Christian 
purpose, objective and community 
of spirit which must bind us to- 
gether in cooperative efforts in 
accomplishing the will of Christ in 
Geographical, social and political 
frontiers that face us,’’ Dehoney 
said. 

STARTED MONDAY 

This feeling of a need for fellow- 
ship with other church bodies be- 
gan in the pastors conference of 
the convention Monday with the 
tone of two sermons, one by Dr 
Carlyle Marney of Charlette, N.C., 
and another by Dr. Dale Moody, 
of Louisville, Ky. 

Marney chided the pastors for 
their strong adherence to inde- 
pendence from ecumenical (uni- 
versal) movements. Moody told 
the pastors, “I am not happy to 
be called ‘the problem child’ of 
Protestantism’. We must find bet- 
ter ways to relate ourselves to 
other Christians, in life and work, 
in faith and order.” 


Dehoney doesn’t believe the ex- 
pressions of these two men or the 
calls from other men at this con- 
vention for unity is any strong 
undercurrent to bring about a 
merger such as the one proposed 
by spokesmen in other denomina- 
tions. But there is a growing sense 
of responsibility for the re-exami- 
nation of what has been called 
isolationism by our critics in the 
past.”

Another factor that reflects this 
growing concern for unity by 
Southern Baptists was the appear- 
ance of an officer of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention before the 
resolutions Committee to make an 
unusual request. The officer want- 
ed the resolutions committee to 
offer a resolution to the conven- 
tion to send “‘an informal observ- 
er’ from the convention .to the 
World Council of Churches meet- 
ing in India this fall. 

Had the committee decided this 
a wise step, it would have set a 
new precedent for Southern Bap- 
tists. They have never cooperated 
in any national or world body of 
churches.

In the moving tide toward unity 
is the fact that a committee is 
studying the possibility of a tem- 
porary exchange of 1,000 pastors 
between the American (Northern) 
Baptist Convention and the 
Southern Baptist Convention. This 
would be in connection with the 
Baptist Jubilee Advance involving 
all seven Baptist North American 
bodies.

tion in a joint program for NASA, the U. S. 
Air Force and U. S. Navy- 


To the edge of space 
The other design requirements of the X-15 


made even the most experienced engineers 
regard their task with some dismay. 


1. The X-15 had to soar to the edge of space 


and return. 
2. The X-15 had to be controllable at all times. 


3. The X:15 had to have an enormously 
powerful engine—500,000 horsepower. That's 


more than three times the power generated 
by all the engines on the Queen Mary. 

To meet these exacting specifications, huge 
wind tunnels tested the metal skin of the 
X-15 at hypersonic speeds.

He Runs Errands for Powerful Men

WASHINGTON — Though he’s not yet 17, Berle 
Schiller of Belle Harbor, N.Y., makes $362 a month 
working for some of the most powerful men in the 
country. His fringe benefits include a private school 
and an enviable social life—dates, for instance, with 
Vice President Johnson’s daughter Lucy—and he 
lives more or less on his own here in the capital. 


The only flaw in this dream job is that Berle will 
have to retire in June, when he graduates from his 
very exclusive school on the third floor of the Li- 
brary of Congress. If he made a point of it, he 
might hang on until he is 18, the mandatory retire- 
ment age in his line of work, but he is resigning to 
enroll at Yale. 


Berle is a Capitol page boy, one of an elite corps 
that has been running errands for Congress and the 
Supreme Court since the days when Lincoln was in 
the White House and one of the principal duties of 
the pages was to keep the lawmakers’ snuff boxes 
well filled. (They still fill a few even today). 


AT TENDER AGE 


Like his 77 young colleagues—there are 50 pages 
in the House, 24 in the Senate and four in the Su- 
preme Court—Berle was appointed by a Congress- 
man ‘Rep. Emanuel Celler, Brooklyn Democrat, in 
his case) and reported for work in January of last 
year, when he was 15, just a year over the mini- 
mum age for a page. 


His father drove him to Washington and learned, 
somewhat to his dismay, that Berle would be on his 
own in the capital, a pretty heady city even for 
adults. 


“‘No dormitory facilities are available for pages,” 
said the handbook the boy was given. “Each page 
is responsible for establishing his place of residence 
and conducting himself in such a manner as to re- 
flect favorably upon himself and his sponsor.” 


Schiller took his son to a recommended rooming 
house where the landlady acts as a sort of house- 
mother to him and a couple of other pages. 


The first thing Berle learned was that he had to 
be up at 5 o'clock each working morning in order 
to be on hand at 6:30 for classes at the Capitol Page 
School. School is over at 9:45, and the pages report 
to the Senate or to the House by 10 and remain on 
duty until 3:30 in the afternoon, or until adjourn- 
ment. This often means many late nights toward 
the end of the session when work piles up. 


each day by distributing the Congressional Record 
and copies of any bill or document that may be in- 
cluded in the order of business. The rest of the day 
they're on call for errands, or to answer the phone 
for a somnolent solon, or whatever. 


The page's job itself is not taxing, but the com- 
pressed schooling the boys get is rigorous—they've 
got to learn in three hours what the average school 
spends most of a day imparting. 


‘“‘We work them very hard scholastically,”” says 
Henry L. Dekeyser, the school’s principal, ‘and 
most of the boys are top-notch students. Our at- 
tendance record is 95 to 96 per cent, highest in the 
District of Columbia, and we have no disciplinary 
problems whatsoever.” 


Berle, for example, has an A minus scolastic 
average and finds time to play guard on the school’s 
basketball team (‘an 8-1 record this spring), pitch 
for the baseball team, edit the class yearbook, prac- 
tice on the saxophone, study Hebrew lessons and, 
on weekends, act as guide on rubberneck bus tours 
of the capital. 


Obviously, he has no time to get into trouble 
even if he had the inclination. A few of the pages 
have gotten into difficulties, however, and there is 
a good deal of congressional pressure to establish 
a sort of boarding school for them with a dormitory, 
a gym and, of course, supervision. 


Few pages live at home in Washington, though 
some come from Maryland and Virginia and com- 
mute. The others come to the capital from every 
part of the country alone, some as young as 14. 


TEACHER LANDLADY 

The majority, like Berle, live in rooming houses. 
Mrs. George J. Smith, a former teacher, boards a 
number of them and is the only landlady who lays 
down house rules for her charges. These, neatly 


mimeographed and distributed to each boarder, in- 


clude: 


“Act grown up, gentlemanly and courteously at 
all times. Do not leave the house after 10 in the 
evening. Have a companion when convenient and 
do not go on the streets at night unnecessarily. 
Fighting, drinking and gambling are strictly pro- 
hibited.” 

Though it would lose her clients, Mrs. Smith is 
a firm advocate of a dormitory for pages. She 
thinks their present life is much too hard and their 
hours much too long. 


reation facilities, and a cafeteria,”’ she said. ““They 
have very little supervised recreation now, and 
there’s no place for them to get breakfast.”’ 


Not all the capital's landladies are willing to keep 
the boys, who will be boys at times. 


“I kept one boy for $50 a month and he did 
in damage to my furniture,"’ said one disgruntled 
woman. 


The boys themselves are of two minds on the 
proposed dormitory life, with most of the older 
pages quite content with their present freedom. 
Berle manages very well on his own, but his mother 
feels the younger lads need close supervision. 


EASY TO STRAY 


“It’s easy for a boy of that age to go astray,” 
she said. ‘‘He has money at his command for the 
first time—Berle’s take-home pay amounts to about 
$290 a month. He supports himself. There are many 
social functions he attends, and he meets exciting 
famous people. 
boy.”’ 


Though he’s anxious to enter Yale, Berle will miss 
the Washington scene. He's deeply interested in 
politics—an interest, oddly enough, that most of the 
pages don’t share—and he’s fond of the plush galas 
he’s invited to. He plans to come back to Washing- 
ton—in politics. 


By the time Berle gets back to Washington, the 
page corps may be different. Sen. Kenneth B. Keat- 
ing of New York is interested in a drastic change— 
enlisting girls as pages. 


Admittedly, this project hasn’t generated much 
enthusiasm, even among girls, if his mail is an in- 
dication.
